pines for the Filip inos will be the 
keynote of the policy of Secretary T aft 
toward the far E astern archipelago. 
In alm ost the last speech he made 
before 
leaving 
the 
Philippines 
for 
home, 
he 
reiterated 
this 
keynote, 
which he first sounded when h«> was 
inaugurated governor of the Philippine 
islands. 
T his speech has been pub­ 
lished by the insular governm ent in an 
official form and has j ist reich ed the 
war departm ent 
In it Gov. Taft de­ 
clared that this doctrine did not ex­ 
clude the encouragem ent of A m erican 
en terp rise or the A m erican investm ent 
of capital in the Philippines, for the 
reason that nothing, not even educa­ 
tion or a ii> e form of governm ent 
“can m ake more for the elevation and 
civilization of th e Philippine people 
than the investm ent of an Am erican 
cap ital in the m aterial developm ent of 
these islands.” 
Official \\ ashington last night gave 
a cordial w elcom e to W illiam H. T aft, 
the incom ing secretary of war, at a 
reception given in his honor by retir­ 
ing Secretary Root. 
T here was a 
large attendance, including all arm y 
and navy officers in W ashington above 
the rank of captain, the m em bers of 
the cabin et, the com m ittees on appro­ 
p riation*, m ilitary affairs and the P h il­ 
ippines of the sen ate and of the house.

President Asked for inform ation on 


Panam a Question. 


W ashington, 
Jan . 30.— The sen ate 
has adopted the resolution introduced 
by Mr. Culberson of the D em ocratic 
caucus which calls on the president to 
state w hether the sen ate has 
been 
supplied with all the fa c ts bearing on 
the controversy of Panam a. 
The vote 
on the resolution was unanim ous, but 
there was a roll-call on the am end­ 
m ents suggested by Mr. Cullom for the 
Republican side of the cham ber, ca ll­ 
ing for the inform ation only in case 
the president considers it not incom ­ 
patible with the public in terest to sup­ 
ply it. 
T his am endm ent was adopted 
by 39 to 20, all the Republican sen a­ 
tors present 
voting for the am end­ 
m ent and all the D em ocrats except 
M clnery, who voted with the Repub­ 
licans, castin g their votes against. 
T here were during the debate fre- j 
quent assu rances that notw ithstanding 
the m odification, all the papers bear­ 
ing on the question would be sent to 
the senate. 
The Culberson inquiry no 
sooner had been disposed of than the 
Bacon resolution looking to the ad ju st­ 
ment of our differences with Colom­ 
bia by arbitration was considered. Mr. 
Bacon made an extended speech In 
support 
of 
the 
proposition, 
holding 
tliat even if there was no truth in Col­ 
om bia’s charges, the m ere fact that 
charges were made raised an issue 
which should be met in a conciliatory 
m anner.
